"If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments."  John  14:15,  "If  thou 
lovest  me  thou  shall  serve1  me  and  keep  all  of  my  commandments." 
D.  of  C.  42:29.  "For  this  is  the  love  of  God  that  we  keep  His 
commandments:  and  His  commandments  are  not  grevious."  1  John 
5:3...   "If  ye  keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my  love; 
even  as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and  abide  in  His 
love."  John  15:10,   "And  hereby  we  do  know  that  we  know  him,  if 
we  kee^  his  commandments.  1  John  2:3,  "For  I  know  tha/c  the  Lord 
giveth  no  commandments  unto  the  children  of  men,  save  he  shall 
prepare  a  way  for  them  that  they  may  accomplish  the  thing  which 
He  ccmmendeth  them."  1  Nephi  3:7.   "For  the  Lord  God  hath  said: 
'Inasmuch  as  ye  shall  keep  my  commandments  ye  shall  prosper  in 
the  land;  and  inasmuch  as  ye.  will  not  keep  my  commandments  ye 
shall  be  cut  off  from  my  presence.'"  2  Nephi"  4:4.  "By  keeping 
His  commandments  we  love  Him."   Note  the  most  wonderful  and 
most  Inspiring  promise  in  hcly  writ:   "Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear 
heard,  neither1  have  entered  into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things 
which  God  hath  prepared  for'  them  :that  love  Him."  1  Cor.  2:9. 

"Praise  ye  'the  Lord.'-  Praise  ye  the  Lord  for  the  heavens: 
praise  Him  in  the  heights.   Praise  ye  Him,  all  his  angels:  praise 
ye  Him,  all  His  hosts.   Praise  ye  Him,  sun  and  moon:  praise  Him,  ' 
all  ye  stars  of  light,  praise  Him,  ye  heavens  of  heavens,  and 
ye  waters  that  be  above  the  heavens.   Let  them  praise  the  name 
of  the  lord:  for  He  commanded,  and  they  were  created."  148  Psalms 
1-5. 

How  strange  it  is  that  all  things  in  their  creation  have 
obeyed  the  commandments  of  'the  Lord.   Not  until  they  have  their 
own  will  do  they  seek  not  to  obey  commandments.   Thanks  be,  that 
many  commandments  are  obeyed.   There  are  many  people  who  can 
sing  His  praises  for  they  know  that  the  commandments  of  the  Lord 
are  pure.   They  have  maintained  purety  and  virtue  by  obeying 
the  commandments  of  the  Lord.   No  man  ever  became  inroure  by 
obeying  the  commandments  of  the  Lord. 

How  wonderful  is  the  possibility  indicated  in  the  following 
few  lines:  "whosoever  therefore  shall  break  one  of  these  command- 
ments, and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in 
che  kingdom  of  heaven:  but  whosoever  shall  do  and  teach  them 
the  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven."   Matt. 
5:19   It  all  depends  on  what  we  do  with  commandments. 

"A  new  commandment  I  gave  unto  you,  That  ye  love  one  another: 
as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one  another."  John  13:34. 
The  Savior  indicated  in  a  few  well  chosen  words  a  big  field  for 
the  activity  of  men;   "Which  is  the  greatest  commandment  in  the 
law:   Jesus  saith  unto  him,  'Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  they  mind. 
This  is  the  first  and  great  commandment.   And  the  second  is  like 
unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.'" 
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''He  thab  hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth  them,  he  it  is  that 
loveth  me.:  and  he  that  loveth  me  shall  be  loved  of  my  Father, 
a&d  I  will  .love  him,  and  will  manifest  myself  to  him."  John  14: 

21'.;  .".; 

Jjo  you  have  any  other  purpose  in  life  than  to  keep  the 
commandments  of  God?   It  may  be  that  the  commandments  are  not 
always  plain  to  you,  or  in. other  words,  so  simplified  that 
you  might  readily  ascertain  with  safety  which  way  to  act  in 
order  to  obey  the  commandments.   The  line  might  occur  to  be 
very  fine,  but  what  do  you  mean  to  do.   When  you  are  alone, 
and  in  the  dark  and  are  sure  no  one  is  looking,  then, 
what  do  you  have  in  mind?   Is  it  commandments,  or  your  own  will? 
30  you  think  of  the  loye  you  have  for  the  Lord  at  such  a  time, 
or  is  it  the  love  for  something  else?   You  might  not  always  bp 
alone,  or  in  the  dark,  and  then  what  is  in  your  mind?   1>  those 
who  know  your  mind  learn  good  things? 

These  words ' sometime  burn.   "Whosoever  shall  break  one'of 
these  commandments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called 
least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven."   When  in  doubt  as  to  which 
way-  to  love  the  Lord,  think  about  yourself  a  minute,  and  see 
what  you  would  desire  for  yourself  in  such  a  case  and  then 
double  it  and  do  it  for  your  neighbor.   The  margin  of  safety 
will  then:  be  reinfore'ed  and  there  is  a  fifty-fifty  chance  that 
you  are  right,  because  we  either  go  forward  or  backward.   Then 
those  confirming  words,  "Whosoever  shall  do  and  teach  th'em  the 
same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven,"  will  burn, 
but  will  burn  with  an  eternal  glow. 

Take  an  inventory  of  your  life.   Have  you  a  good  stock  in 
•trade?   Is  your  life  as  a  business,  paying  you  or  helping  others? 
If .you  desired  to  get  something  good,  would  you  patronize  a  life 
business  that  had  a  stock  in  trade  like  ycur  own?  Would  you 
; advise  others  to  go  into  a  business  like  your  life?   Would  it 
pay  them?   You  are  the  best  judge  of  the  facts.   Maybe  you  have 
followed  good  laws  of  business,  good  rules  of  action,  and  the 
commandments  of  God,  rahter  than  those  of  men. 

Are  the  commandments"  of  the  Lord  grevicus  to  ycu  and  hard 
to  keep?   Is  it  the  commandments,  or  13  it  you?   Do  you  receive 
His^  commandments  with  a  doubtful  heart?   Or  do  they  seem  of  such 
little  importance  to  you  that  they  are  not  worth  your  notice? 
Do  you  do  one  and  think  that  it  will  bridge  the  gap?   Are  you  doing 
the  thing  that  you  know  to  be  right  the  way  it  should  be  done,  or 
are  you  doing  it ' slothful ly  and  only  partly?   You  may  have  many 
other  questions  of  the  -above  kind,  but  how  do  you  answer  these. 
There  is  lots  of  'good  in  the  world.   It  is  a  fine  place  to 
live.   Heaven  starts  here.   He  who  made  it  did  a  fine  thing  for 
the  rest- of  us,,  and  He  gave  His  commandments  so  we  might  obey 
and  get . some  heaven  on  earth.   Why  delay  getting  into  heaven.   It 
is  the  last  place  all  people  will  go,  except  those  who  do  so 
much  bad  that  it  would  not  be  fair  to  them  to  give  them  any 
heaven.   There  are  only  a  few  of  them,  thanks  be.   But  we  live 
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in  bhe  mansion  that  is  built  out  of  the  material  we  provide 
for  it.   V,re  live  this  world  a  day  at  a  time.   If  we  cannot  do 
all  the  commandments  each  day,  let  us  start  and  day  by  day  do 
ont  or  more,  until  we  have  the  confirmation  of  our  neighbor 
that  we  have  done  to  him  as  we  would  be  done  by.   And  the 
glorious  words  from  our  Father,   "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  un- 
to me  . T'  --President  Ken  Mack  Dalton. 

THE  LESSER  PRIESTHOOD 

-o- 

The  lord  looked  upon  the  earth  in  the  days  of  Adam,  and  said 
that  it  was  good,  that  everything  was  in  perfect  order.   Adam, 
the  first  man,  was  given  a  beautiful  garden,  in  which  he  could 
injoy  .aims elf  to  his  heart's  content;  everything  in  that  garden 
was  in  harmony, even  the  anamals  were  in  a  happy  state.   Adam, 
brought  about  a  banishment  from  the  presence  of  God  and  from 
the  Paradise  in  which  he  was  living. 

Today  there  is  ascending  up  toward  heaven  a  great  noise, 
caused  by  the  confusion  of  man  in  his  mad  search  for  more  light 
and  knowledge.   Something  has  intervined,  and  has  made  man  teach 
for  doctrine  the  commandments  of  men.   God  is  not  pleased  with 
the  strife  and  the  confusion,  the  greed  and  the  hatred  which  man 
is  displaying  today.   Different  ones  among  us  have  striven  to  put 
us  back  on  the  correct  path;  but  until  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith's 
mission,  none  were  of  any  avail.   For  they  have  caused  more  and 
more  confusion.   This  is  because  the  various  churches  of  the 
v/orld  have  not  the  Priesthood  of  God  and  are  void  of  Authority. 
These  two  items  are  of  greatest  importance,  for  -without  them 
order  and  unity  cannot  prevail. 

From  the  days  of  Adam  to  the  days  of  Moses,  we  have  only  the 
one  Priesthood  spoken  of.   (See  Hebrews  7:7-13)   The  Israelites 
during  the  time  of  the  Exodus  were  unable  to  live  worthy  of 
the  higher  laws  of  she  Gospel,  and  so  the  Law  of  Carnal  Command- 
ments was  given  a.nd  with  this  la.w  was  also  given  the  AarcmC 
Priesthood.   The  Melchisedek  Priesthood  was  only  held  by  chosen 
individuals . 

Priesthood  in  reality  is  power  and  authority  given  to  man  to 
act  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  giving  him  the  right  to  officiate  in 
the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  and  be  acVptable  of  God.   God  so 
acknowledges  the  acts  of  His  servants  helding  the  Priesthood  just 
as  if  they  were  His  very  own.   Priesthood  is  that  which  places 
man  in  a  condition  to  recieve  the  ministration  of  Angels,  and  to 
en^.oy  the  presence  of  God,  the  Father  and  His  Son  Jesus  Christ. 
(Doctrine  and  Covenants  Sections  13  and  107) 
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Aaron  who  was  a  brother  of  Moses,  and  also  a  Levite,  with 
his  four  sons,  were  selected  first  to  hold  this  Lesser  Priest- 
hood, and  "co  minister  in  the  Priest's  office.   But  it  should  be 
remembered  that  this  authority  or  Priesthood  is  only  a  part  of 
the  Higher.   It  is  something  joined  on  or  added  to  the  Melchis- 
edik  ©rie'sthoodj  and  hence  it  is  an  appendage  to  the  Higher. 

The  Priest's  office  was  conferred  upon  Aaron  and  his  sons 
throughout  their  generations.   For  we  read  of  the  lord's  Com- 
manding Moses:   "And  thou  shalt  put  upon  Aaron  the  holy  garments, 

and  anoint  him.  and  sanctify  him;  that  he  may  minister  unto  me 
in  the  priest's  office.   And  thou  shalt  bring  his  sons,  and 
clothe  them  with  coats:   And  thou  shalt  anoint  them,  as  thou 
didst  anoint  their  father,  that  they  may  minister  unto  me  in 
the  priest's  office:   for  their  anointing  shall  surely  be  an 
everlasting  priesthood  throughout  their  generations."  (Exodus 
40:13-16) 

Thus  Aaron  and  his  descendants  were  to  stand  at  thy  head 
of  the  Priest's  office  forever,  and  to  perform  the  important 
duties  thereof.   Someone  was  needed  to  perform  the  lesser  duties, 
and  God  in  His  wisdom  called  the  Levitis  and  presented  them  to 
Aaron  for  this  purpose;  and  so  we  may  say  that  the  ministery  of 
the  Levites  was  an  appendage  to  Aaron's  Priesthood.  (Num.  3:6-9) 

Often  we  hear  of  the  Levitical  Priesthood  spoken  of,  but 
more  frequently,  however,  this  Priesthood  is  called  the  Aaronic 
or  the  Lesser  Priesthood. 

"The  Meichisedek  Priesthood,  immediately  after  the  time  of 
Moses  was  taken  from  Israel,  and  the  lord  spoke  to  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  through  the  Urim  and  Thummin.   The  High  Priest's  of 
the' Aaronic  Priesthood  being  the  acknowledged  representatives 
of  God.  holding  the  priestly  power  and  having  in  their  possission 
the  Urim  and  Thummin."  (Items  on  Priesthood,  By  Elder  John 
Taylor) 

There  were  times,  however,  during  the  years  between  Moses 
and  Christ,  that  the  Meichisedek  Priesthood  was  upon  the  earth; 
Prophets  like  Ezekiel,  Isaiah,  Jermiah,  Daniel,  and  others  were 
holders  of  this  Priesthood. '  These  holy  men  recieved  this  Priest- 
hood direct  from  God  and  did  not  confer  it  on  others. 

John  the  Baptist  was  the  last  to  hold  the  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood under 'the.  old.  dispensation.   He  recieved  his  anointing  and 
authority  through  an  angel  sent  from  God.   For  a  long  time  the 
.Priesthood  had  been  perverted;  the  form  was  left,  tut  it  was  void 

of  inspiration  and  power.   Hence  the  Lord  deemed  it  neccessary 
to  restore  it  pure  and  untarnished  through  John.  (Don.&Cov. 84. 25. 28 

John's  ministry  came,  in  thd  meridiaifi  of  time,  when  the 
Gospel  was  about  to  be  revealed  again  through  Jesus  Christ.   He 
preached  repentance,  and  baptised  under  the  authority  of  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood.   The  Law  of  the  Carnal  Commandments,  was 
fulfilled  when  Christ  introduced  the  Gospel,  but  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  remained  intact;  it  now  came  under  the  direction  and 
co-1  crol  of  the  Meichisedek  Priesthood.   Many  of  the  functions 
of  this  Priesthood  were  abo?  ished  with  the  passing  of  the  old 
law.  and  new  offices  work  was  introduced  under  the  Gospel  Dis- 
pensation- 
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It  is  a  well  know  fact  that  after  the  days  of  Christ  and 
His  Apostles,  a  great  universal  Apostasy  took  place,  and  that 
the  power  and  authority  of  the  Priesthood  gradually  faded  and 
disappeared.   For  many  centuries  the  world  has  been  without 
an  authorized  Priesthood. 

Th  it  the  Priesthood  has  been  restored  to  earth  again  through 
the  ministration  of  holy  angels,  and  that  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  established  again  among  men,  are  facts  proclaimed  by 
the  Latter-day  Saints. 

It  was  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty  nine,  one  hundred  years  ago,  that  John  the  Baptist, 
the  Mighty  herald  and  the  holder  of  the  Aaronic  Priesthood,  who 
lived  contemporary  with  the  Saviour,  came  in  power  and  great 
glory  to  confer  this  Priesthood  upon  the  heads  of  Joseph  Smith 
and  Oliver  Cowdery.   Of  this  occasion  is.  written  by  Oliver: 

"On  a  sudden,  as  from  the  midst  of  eternity,  "the  voice 
of  the  Redeemer  spake  peace  to  us,  while  the  veil  was  parted 
and  the  angel  of  Gad  came  down  clothed  with  Glory,  and  delivered 
the  anxiously  looked  for  message  and  the  Keys  of  the  Gospel  of 
repentance.'   What  joy.'   What  wonder  I   What  amazement.'   While 
the  world  was  racked  and  distracted--while  millions  were 
groaping  as  ~uhe  blind  for  the  wall,  and  while  all  men  were 
resting  upon  uncertainty,  as  a  general  mass,  our  eyes  beheld, 
our  ears  heard.   As  in  the  ^laze  of  day ' :  yes,  more --above  the 
glitter  of  the  Mey  sunbeam,  which  then  shed  its  brilliance  over 
the  face  cf  nature  1      Then  His  voice,  though  mild,  pierced  to 
the  center,  and  His  words,.  'I  am  thy  fellow  servant,'  dispelled 
every  fear.   T'.'e  listened,  we  gazed,  we  admired  1    '  Twas  the  voice 
of  an  angel  from  glory,  'twas  a  message  from  the  Most  High!     .. 
And  as  we  heard  we  rejoiced,  while  his  love  enkindled  upon  our 
souls,  and  we  were  wrapt  in  the  vision  of  the  Almighty!   Where 
was  room  for  doubt?   Nowhere,  uncertainty  had  fled,  doubt,  doubt 
had  sunk  no  more  to  rise,  while  fiction  and  deception  had  fled 
forever  I" 

From  the  lips  of  the  ..lies  Sanger  sent  from  the  presence  of 
God  came  these  beautiful,  words,  as  he  laid  his  hands  upon  the 
heads  of  the  two  men  who  were  kneeling  at  his  feet: 

"Upon  you  ray  fellow  servants,  in  the  name  of  Messiah  I 
confer  the  Priesthood  of  Aaron,  which  holds  the  keys  of  the 
ministering  of  angels,  and  of  the  Gospel  of  repentance,  and  of 
baptism  by  immersion  for  the  remission  of  sins;  and  this  shall 
never  be  taken  again  from  the  earth,  until  the  sons  of  Levi  do 
offer  again  an  offering  unto  the  Lord  in  righteousness." 

Again  there  is  restored  through  an  angel  sent  from  the 
presence  of  God  the  power  and  the  authority  to  act  in  Gods 
name.   Today  as  in  former  times  the  Servants  of  God  perform  His 
holy  will  and  are  accepted  of  Him.   The  Priesthood  is  the  only 
means  through  which  order  can  be  preserved. 

The  Priesthood  that  is  held  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  is  (   of  God.   God  acknowledges  the  acts 
cf  His  Priesthood  as  He  does  His  own  acts.   The  Holy  Priesthood 
places  a  man  in  a  condition  to  recieve  the  ministration  of  Angels, 
and  to  enjoy  the  .presence  of  God  .and  of  Christ.

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VALUE  OF  M.  I.  A.  TORK  IN  THE  MISSION 


HISTORY 

In  the  year  1875,  and  in  the  Thirteenth  ward  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  Young  Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Associations 
was  first  organized  on  the  10th  day  of  June  by  Junius  F.  Wells, 
under  the  immediate  instruction  of  President  Brigham  Young. 

The  Young  Ladies  Mutual  Improvement  Association  was  the 
result  of  more  of  the  leadership  of  President  Brigham  Young. 
Among  his  own  deaughters  he  organized  the  Retrenchment  Association 
for  their  own  development  on  November  28,  1869.   The  initial 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Lion  House  which  constituted  the 
beginning  of  a  great  stride  for  good  even  in  a  race  problem. 
On  May  29,  1870  the  name  was  changed  from  the  Retrenchment 
Association  to  the  Young  Ladies  Mutual  Improvement  Association. 
The  young  men  and  young  ladies  have  been  working  unitedly  to- 
gether for  the  purpose  of  creating  mutual  improvement,  since 
that  time. 
OBJECTIVES 

The  general  purposes  of  the  organization  were  stated  by 
President  Brigham  Young  in  these  words: 

"We  v/ant  you  to  organize  yourselves  into  associations  for 
mutual  improvement.   Let  the  key-note  of  your  work  be  the  establ- 
ishment in  the  youth  of  an  individual  testimony  of  the  truth 
and  magnitude  of  the  great  latterday  work;  the  development  of 
the  gifts  within  them  that  have  been  bestowed  upon  them  by  the 
laying  on  of  hands  of  the  servants  of  God;  cultivating  a 
knowledge  and  an  application  of  the  eternal  principles  of  the 
great  science  of  life...   Each  member  will  find  that  happiness 
in  this  world  mainly  depends  on  the  work  he  does,  and  the  way 
in  which  he  does  it.   It  now  becomes  the  duty  of  these  institut- 
ions to  aid  the  holy  Priesthood  in  instructing  the  youth  of 
Israel  in  all  things  comm»ndable  and  worthy  of  the  acceptance 
of  Saints  of  the  Most  High  God."  . 

The  M.  I.  A.  use  four  mediums  to  reach  their  goal.   Namely, 
worship,  service,  study,  and  recreation.   By  the  use  of  these 
mediums  one  must  agree  that  they  will  ultimately  end  in  the 
creation  and  development  of  the  finer  things  in  life;  which  is  the 
foundation  to  eternal  happiness. 

"The  glory  of  God  is  intelligence."   "It  is  impossible  for 
man  to  be  saved  in  ignorance."   "Truth  is  knowledge  of  things 
as  they  are,  and  as  they  were,  and  as  they  are  to  come."   If 
we  are  not  saved  in  ignorance  we  must  be  saved  by  intellectual 
truth  and  not  financial  and  earthly  gain.   The  intelligance 
spCken  of  is  not  that  of  extreme  learning  of  every  solution  to 
every  problem,  but  simply  that  of  service  to  our  fellow  men. 
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V.-;  Bryan  puts  Lt,  "Losing  oiir  selves  into  immortality." 

Tl-"-  success  of  the  M.  I.  A.  work  in  the  Mission  Field 
::  s  a  problem  within  its  self.   We  sometimes  say,  "It 
cannot  oe  done."   There  were  many  problems  in  the  days  of  the 
instigation  of  this  work  that  are  like  those  we  face  in  the 
Mission  Field.   The  ox-  and  only  method  that  will  gain  this 
success  is  as  Sdgar  A.  Guest,  in  his  little  poem,  "It  Couldn't 
be  Done  ;:  ruts  it: 

Somebody  said  it  couldn't  be  done, 

But  he  with  a  chuckle  replied 
That  "maybe  it  couldn't,"  but  he  would  be  one 

who  wouldn't  say  so  till  he'd  tried.
